Sir—I have the honor to submit the following report of 
the Registration of Births, Deaths, and Marriages in the 
Province of South Australia, during the year ended 31st 
December, 1875. 

POPULATION. 

The population on the first day of the year was estimated 
at 204,883, on December 31st at 210,699, an increase of 
5,816; of this number, 3,272 are ascribed to the excess of 
births over deaths. 
of the years from 1870 to 1875 respectively—1,205, 1,432, 
937, 1,204, and 990. 

BIRTHS. 

The births, 7,408, are exceeded by those of 1874 by 288. 
With the exception of that year they are the highest regis- 
tered since 1865. The birta-rate per 1,000 of the population 
is 35°87 ; this is the lowest as yet recorded. In 1873 the 
birth-rate in England is given at 353, in Victoria 36°01. 

The birth of males exceeded those of females by 140. The 
proportion of males to females is reckoned at 104 to 100. 

As arule, the greatest number of births is registered in 
the third, or September, quarter. In this year, and in 1874, 


that of the June quarter exceeds, though the numbers closely | 


approximate. The ordinary increase in the third quarter, 
above the highest of any other, is 200. In the present year, 
the June quarter is in excess of the September quarter 119. 


In the quarter ended 31st March, the births were 1,723; | 


June 30th, 2,020; September 30th, 1,901; December 31st, 
1,764. From 1865 to 1868 there will be found in each 


successive year an increase, though small, in the number of | 


births registered; in 1869 appears a decrease on the 
immediately preceding year of 271; from that year to 1874 
there is a slight annual increase; and, again, in the present 
year, a decrease of 288. 

Compared with the birth registrations of 1874,in the several 
districts, which are the most numerous in the last ten years,

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DEATHS. 

The deaths, 4,136, are the highest ever recorded in one 
year. Those registered in 1874 were exceptionally high, but 
in the present year these are exceeded by 702. The former 
year was distinguished by the prevalence of an epidemic, and 
does not afford a fair measure of what the public health 
ordinarily is. The annual average of deaths in the ten years 
| from 1865 is 2,647. This average, in the present year, is 
| exceeded by 1,489. 

The death-rate, 20:03 per 1,000 is high beyond precedent.

__ From this it appears that the highest of previous rates, 
_ that of 1874, is exceeded by 2:75; the lowest, that of 1870, 
by 5°88. The decennial average death-rate per 1,000 is 
| 15°22, which average is exceeded in this year by 4:81. 

| Sex and Age.—The deaths of males numbered 2,218; of 
| females, 1,918; the deaths of males being in excess of the

eimales 300. Referring to the mean population, the propor- 
ton of the death of males is calculated at 20°90; of females, 
19:09 per 1,000. For every 100 deaths of females, 115 
of males occurred. Ina the 26th annual report (the last 


received) of the Registrar of England, the rate’ of mortality | 


per 1,000 of the population is given at 22°4 for males, 19:8 
for females; of the whole number of deaths registered, more 
than 82 per cent were those of children under one year of 
age. ‘This is in excess of the proportion given for England, 
which is 25 per cent. 

The proportional rate of deaths per hundred to.the whole 
number registered at the different ages now stated, is caleu- 
lated at— 
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80 and above 


A reference to the report of 1873, in which year no exten- 
sive epidemic prevailed, reveals that the proportion of deaths 
of children under five years of age to the whole number 
registered was in excess of that given at the present time, 
namely, 51 per cent. In the other periods, there is nothing 
remarkable in their numbers with the exception of the ages 
from 5 to 20, where the present year gives 14 per cent. in 
the place of 8°6 in 1873. In ordinary times, it is concluded 
that “from 10 to 15 the mortality of childhood reaches its 
minimum,” such is experienced in the present year; but itis 
especially in this division, out of all others, that the difference 
from excess is relatively most conspicuous. 

The death-rate of infants under one year of age, in refer- 
ence to the number of births in the year, is 18-2 per cent. 

Seasons.—The deaths in the seasons of the year are thus 
enumerated :— 


From the foregoing appears that the actual number of 
deaths, and the death-rate, decreased in each successive 
quarter, and that both had diminished to nearly one half from 

| the first to the last. 

In 1874, the introduction and prevalence of measles, as an 
epidemic, converted the last quarter, ordinarily the most free 
from deaths, to the distinction of having the largest number. 
The prevalence of measles and scarlatina in the first quarter 
of 1875, raised that quarter, generally known favorably as 

the next least in mortality to the fourth, to the worst in the 

year. Scarlatina, though in full force, left the second in its 
usual relation as to numbers. The third quarter, ordinarily 

the most healthy, was distinguished from the fourth by a 

numerical excess. 

Locality.—In every district, with the exception of Daly 
and Burra, there has been an increase in the mortality, com- 
pared with the registration of 1874. Relatively to 1873 the 
increase is thus notified in the districts :— 
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Causes of Death.—The proportion of deaths to the whole 
number registered is, in the zymotic class, 21 per cent.; the 
constitutional, 10; the local, 37; the developmental 18 ; 
violent deaths, 4. 

In the zymotic class, 12°86 is a high number, higher than 
any in the ten years immediately preceding, or in any former 


period. Those registered in 1874 numbered 1,054, which

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The spread of this epidemic has been general throughout 
the Province, principally, as far as absolute numbers are 
concerned, in the District of Adelaide, 124; of Port Adelaide, 
TS OH Grey, 56; of Robe, 33. The highest number reached 
in one month was 66. [n the four months from May to 
August 245 deaths were registered. The deaths from 
diarrhoea are about equal in numbers of 1874; but, compared 
with other years, unusually high, exceeding those of 1873 by 
69. Of the whole number recorded, 155 were those of 
rhildren under one year of age. 

In constitutional diseases no marked difference appears. 

In local diseases appears an increase of 344 on those of 
the preceding year. This increase is exhibited in most of 
the orders forming the class. In diseases of the nervous 
system, there is an addition of 87, consisting principally of 
deaths from convulsions. In diseases of the organs of 
circulation, heart disease is 52 in excess. In the diseases of 
respiratory organs, bronchitis shows 223 for 165 in 1864; 
pneumonia, 154 for 72; diseases of the lungs, 68 for 47. In 
diseases of the digestive organs, peritonitis is more than 
double of the deaths in the preceding year, 44 for 20. In 
disease of the liver there is a slight increase. 

In diseases of the urinary organs, nephria and disease of 
the kidneys both increased one-third. 

In developmental diseases, premature birth gives 79 for 
58 ; teething, 90 for 67; old age, 129 for 162. The disparity 
under atrophy and debility amounts to but 11. 

In violent deaths there is nothing calling for remark, with 


the exception of the increased number of deaths from frac- 
tures and contusions, which in 1874 were reckoned at 47, in 
the present year at 68. 

MARRIAGES. 

The marriages, 1688, celebrated this year, are the highest 
in number on record, being 77 higher than those of the 
preceding year, 1,611. The increase prevailed throughout 
the year, to but a slight extent in the first three quarters, in 
the last to 48. 

The rate of persons married, 3376, to reach 1,900 of the 
population, is 16°35, an increase on that of former years. 

1,393 bachelors married spinsters, 244 widowers married 
spinsters, 194 widowers married widows, and 152 bachelors 
married widows. 

With both sexes, the ages between twenty and twenty-five 
are those showing the greatest number; succeeding these in 
number are the females between 15 and 20 years of age, and 
then the males under 30; after 30, the number of marriages 
in each period rapidly declines. 

The lowest age at which any woman was married was 15 
years; the youngest widow, 19. The highest at which any 
man was married was 81, a widower, who married a spinster 
of 64. 

The percentage of signatures by mark was, for men, 6:5;
